Goodwin said the rapid build-up 
in the trust fund reserves was due 
primarily to the high employment 
conditions which have prevailed 
in most labor market areas since | 
the defense program was initiated. 

“Expanding job opportunities 
and higher employment have in- 
creased aggregate wages and tax 
collections and sharply reduced the 


rate at which benefits were being 


disbursed,” Goodwin stated. “A 
Slightly higher average employer 
unemployment insurance tax rate 
also has contributed to higher un- 
employment insurance tax collec- 
tions. 

“The figures. covering the oper- 
ation of the unemployment insur- 
ance program during the July- 
September quarter show how the 
trust fund has been built up. “In 
that quarter, collections and in- 
terest earned by the fund aggre- 
gated $480,690,000, while disburse- 
ments to unemployed workérs 
amounted to $200,312,000. This re- 
sulted in a net increase in the 
reserves of more than $280,000," 
000.”

Champion liar of all time is the U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, a record established in its newest attack on “public 
welfare,” carried in the Dec. 21 issue of “Business Action,” 
which is. being sent to schools, businessmen, and employees 
throughout the country. 

A blast against human welfare is no surprise, coming 
from the U. S. Chamber, but it is hard to believe that a Big 
Business organization would descend to such depths of dis- 
honesty as it uses in charging that $23 billion was spent in 
1959 for “welfare plans.” 

The Chamber counts all welfare money spent, by federal, 
State, county, and city governments. It counts nearly $5 bil- 
lion spent by Social Security, Civil Service, Railroad Retire- 
ment—which are supported not by public funds, but by the 
employers and employees. 

It counts as “welfare” the entire $6.5 billion spent for | 
public schools. It counts the entire $6.2 billion spent for war 
veterans’ pensions and benefits. It counts all aid to the blind, 
orphan children, physically disabled, needy aged, etc. 

The implication is that all of this is bad and must be 
drastically reduced. 

Tell a big enough lie, and you’ll get some to believe it. 
Pound away in every newspaper, magazine, and radio pro- 
gram against “welfare,” and you’re bound to have some 
simple people fall for it. That’s the U. S. Chamber policy, the 
strategy of all Big Business. 

But there is an immunity developing in the American 
public. Every time they hear such a lie they discount it. Our 
own little labor press is admittedly the best read press in the 
land. Big Business knows and fears the silent rebuttal of 
the millions of workers and voters. _ . 

By the time the 1952 elections arrive, we will know 
exactly what Big Business wants and who they are support- 
ing. That is one sure way of knowing who to vote against.

Everybody is busy and happy making money these days. 
The human tendency is to forget about everything except 
prosperity, while it lasts. The startling fact is, however, that 
we hear few voices of wisdom counselling us to steer a care- 
ful course for the future. Prosperity is good and depressions 
are bad and needless, but prosperity based alone on a war- 
expanded economy is false and uncertain. J. A. Livingston, 
who writes a column for business men, warns them that 
“were it not for the rearmament effort, the United States 
would be in the middle of a full-fledged depression.’’

In offering the proposed regula- 
tions to the Commission, Chief R.

Fisheries stated that there was 
much unexplored area along the 
coast where prawns might be 
found. “It is hoped that commer- 
cial exploration will bring addi- 
tional knowledge and inforniation 
concerning the extent and magni- 
tude of this resource,” he added. 

The state research vessel caught 
as many as 450 pounds of prawns 
in 15 minutes by the use of a 10- 
foot beam trawl net. Experiments 
Were made to determine which 
type of gear would not harm the 
so-called “bottom fishery” for sole, 
halibut, flounder, and other fishes. 

As a result of the findings made 
aboard the “Scofield,” the Com- 
mission’s new rulings call for use 
of a beam trawl net with a mouth 
less than 45 feet in circumference, 
and a mesh 1% inches or smaller. 
Seasons foreach ‘area. will. open 
April 1 and close September 30, 
unless a maximum bag limit has 
been reached, when the season 
may be closed earlier. Limits .are 
1,500,000 pounds for Area A, 750,- 
000 pounds ‘for Area B, and’ 250,000 
pounds for Area C,

Kansas Court Holds 
Farm Bureau Dues 
Payments Illegal 


Toptka (LPA)—The gar Su- 
preme Court has upheld a lower 
court ruling that Extension Service 
| funds were illegally diverted to pay 
|; Farm Bureau dues in that state. 

The court held that the Frank- 
lin County Farm Bureau may not 
become a member of the Kansas 
Farm Bureau, may not pay dues 
to the state group, and the county 
bureau may not receive tax allot- 
ments until it divorces itself from 
the state bureau. In the original 
case it was alleged the county 
Farm Bureau charged $8 a year 
dues, and gave $5 of that to the 
state body. 

(In Washington the National 
Farmers Union has urged a Senate 
investigation of improper and. il- 
legal diversion of county agent 
time and Extension Service money 
to a private farm organization.)

A STRONG 


\EQUAL SACRIFICES — 


DEFENSE, 


By BORIS SHISHKIN, AFL Economist 


In 1952 the American people will be making decisions. 
These‘ will be far-reaching decisions, affecting the whole 
course of their future and the future of the world. 

Many of these decisions will be made on Capitol Hill in 
Washington when the votes are cast in the Senate and the 
House chambers by the elected members of the 82nd Con- 


gress. Some will be made by 
government, and some by the 
courts. But the most crucial ques- 
tions Americans will be deciding 
themselves—-at the polls next 
November, 


The first and the all-important 
part of the decision that the Ameri- 
can people will have to make in 
1952 is to carry on the defense pro- 
gram. They must make up their 
minds to accept the costs, the hard- 
ships and sacrifices that go with 
the defense effort. Not until the 
military supremacy of the free 
world over the Communist bloc is 
established can this effort be re- 
laxed. Not until then will peace be 
assured. 


The second and equally vital part 
of their decision will be to make 
sure that the costs, sacrifices and 
hardships of defense mobilization | 
|} are equitably distributed. People| 
| with small incomes and the aver- 
age worker should not be expected | 
to bear the brunt of economic dis- 
locations inevitable under a mo-! 
bilization program. The worker 
will keep his belt tight if the coun- 
try’s needs require that he does. | 
| But there should be no room for 
i luxury housing and luxury buying 
when a worker’s family cannot get 
a decent place to live and scarcities | 
prevent it from buying essentials 
of living. 

The third and closely related part 
of the decision is to keep inflation 
in check. Financial and credit poli- 
cies of the government will have 
to be devised to check unnecessary 
business expansion, to curb a spec- 
ulative rise in commodity prices 
and real estate and to hold in 
check the prices of food. Policies to 


promote savings and defer non- 
essential spending are no _ less 
important. 


COMMIE AIM IS TO DESTROY 
It should be remembered that 
one of the most deadly aims of 
communism is to destroy our eco- 
nomic system, The temptation to 
let go of all irksome controls will 
be very great. Especially heavy 
will be the pressure to let go in 
| the first half of 1952. For the full 
| brunt of inflationary pressure from 
increased defense and military ex- 
penditures will not be felt until 
the second half, when the funds 
previously authorized and appro- 
priated for defense will attain full 
| flow in the’ form of actual pay- 
ments. 
TRY TO PRESERVE STRENGTH | 
The fourth consideration to which 
Americans will have to give high 
priority also has to do with pre- 
serving the strength of their Amer- 
ican commonwealth. It is the im- 
perative necessity to make every 
possible provision, consistent with 
the defense effort, to prevent the 
rate of growth and standards of 
welfare we have attained from de- 
teriorating. Acute housing short- 


ages must be wiped out. Social se- | — 


curity standards must be raised to 
remedy the most glaring shortcom- 
ings of our system and to overcome 
the deterioration in standards re- 
sulting from inflation. A national 
health program to eliminate the 
greatest economic hazard confront- 
ing the great majority of Ameri- 
cans must be made a reality. 
FIRST LINE OF DEFENSE 

; Phese and other kinds of action 
to strengthen our economy are 
just as indispensable as military 
preparedness. They are the first 
line of defense against Communist 
aggression. They are also the first 
line of defense against upheaval on 
the day when defense preparations 
are completed and the threat of 
war is averted. 

This fifth area of decision has to 
do with something vital to all of 
us—America’s moral leadership, 

America’s decisive task is its 
moral task. It is up to us in Amer-
